The Phil—Mont Mobile Radio Club 
was founded in 1949 by five local 
gentlemen interested in mobile 
amateur radio. In those post-WW 
II days, a two-tube, crystal— 
controlled AM transmitter could 
produce a 30 watt signal on the ten— 
meter band, and with an HF to AM 
broadcast downconverter bolted 
under the dash, a mobile 10 meter 
station was within the reach of 
many, with both the tubes and 
frequency controlling crystals

available as war surplus parts. 


The club purchased a quantity of 
crystals cut for 7.3733 MHz 
(although I’m sure they said 
"megacycles" in those days) and 
with a fourth harmonic on 29.493 
MHz, the standard PMRC 
frequency simplex mobile operation 
was set for the next two decades. 


Walter Bradley "Brad" Martin, 
W3QV, ARRL Atlantic Division 
Director, and ex—communications 
office for Adm. "Bull" Halsey, 
served as an elmer to many of the 
early Phil—Monters, showing them 
how to build, install and operate 
their equipment. "Brad" maintained 
a near—constant watch on 29.493, 
and always responded immediately 
to a calls from any mobile operator, 
with a friendly greeting and offer of 
assistance. 


In 1969, a 10 meter AM repeater 
was placed in operation with an 
transmitter under the tower of 
WELN on (where else?) 29.493 
MHz, and a receiver tuned to 
29.626 about a mile away, linked by 
landline. But by 1973, it was 
recognized that mobile operation 


was largely moving to FM, and a 2 
meter FM repeater was established 
as WR3ADS, with Woodie W3PST 
as trustee. 


A decade later, our current 
"Repeatermeister” Jim Spencer 
W3BBB (one of the original "five 
local gentlemen", by the way) was 
in command, and the 2—meter 
repeater was issued the callsign 
W3QV, in honor and memory of 
Brad, the watchstander and elmer of 
so many years ago. When you hear 
the repeater identify itself, pause a 
moment to recall the dedication to 
the hobby and to public service that 
Brad exemplified. It’s a fitting 
tribute. 


Now, I did promise you folks some 
technical details. And in fact this 
feature was prompted by W3BBB 
presenting me with a write—up of 
how the repeater operates. So Pll 
turn the mike over to Jim now, and 
on a following page you’ll find a 
diagram I’ve constructed to try to 
keep the various pieces straight in 
my mind. Any mistakes in that 
picture are strictly my own.

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Repeater System 
Description 


The Phil—Mont Repeater System 
currently consists of a VHF repeater 
with an input on 147.63 MHz (91.5 
PL required), an output on 147.03 
MHz and a UHF repeater with an 
input on 449.800 (186.2 PL 
required) and an output of 444.800. 


Both repeaters run approximately 
40 watts to the antenna. The two 
repeaters are usually tied together 
so that audio received on either 
band is re—transmitted on both 
bands. Appropriate control codes 
allow separation of the two 
repeaters for a timed period of 
operation. 


Antennas are Station—Master type 
with gain figures in the area of 5 dB 
located on th e tower at about 150 
feet for an effective height of about 
600 feet above mean sea level 
(MSL). 7/8" hardline is used for 
feedlines to both antennas. A 
separate Discone antenna is 
available at ground level in the 
event of a complete failure of other 
equipment. 


The repeater building is electrically 
heated and air-conditioned. A 
8KW propane-—fueled generator is 
automatically started and 
transferred in the event of 
commercial power failure. 


VHF System: An RCA TAC 200 
receiver (91.5 Hz PL) is fed to the 
Link Communications RLC2A 
controller main channel. Audio 
from the controller is fed to a 
Motorola MICOR continuous—duty 
exciter and final amplifier. A PL of 
91.5Hz is transmitted on the output. 


UHF System: An RCA TAC 200 
receiver (186.2 Hz PL) is fed to the 
Link controller at Link | input. 
Audio from the controller is fed to 
[UHF transmitting equipment 
awaiting delivery] A PL of 186.2 is 
transmitted on the output. 


Link RLC2A Controller: This 
controller
